Gods Church hath in all ages had Chatt as well 
as good Corn ; and in the very College of the 
Apoſtles , Chri!t's College, which, at its being 
firſt Found<d, had but twelve Scholars, twelve 
Diſciples, there was one Jxdas, one I raytor, one 
Devil, John 6.70. and the Churches of Corinth, 
Galatia ,, Epheſus , Sardis, and Laodicea, were 
over-run with Errors and Hercftes: And in the 
Church of Crete, of which Tits (to whom St. 
Paul wrote this Epiſtle) was Archbiſhop, there 
was ſuch a neſt of Hereticks, known by the name 
of Gnoſticks, who imployed themlelves in com- 
piling a new Model of Divinity, made up of 
fooliſh Diſputes, and Heathen notions of Pocti- 
cal Genealogies, and contentions about obſer- 
ving the Moſaical Law ; that St. Pawl was forced 
to write to Titzs, that it was his Office, as a 
Biſhop, firſt to admoriſh him, who made any ſuch 
Diviſion in the Church, or taught any Doctrine 
contrary to that, which was delivered by Chriſt 
and his Apoſtlesz and if after the firſt and ſecond 
admonition, there was no amendment ; then to 
proceed to Eccleſiaſtical Cenſures, to which he 
1s prompted and cxcited, in theſe words of my

that they cannot know that there are ſuch things 
as Colours, without the help of our eyes; or 
that there are Sounds, without the Faculty of 
hearing. Reaſon in theſe things mult ſtrike fail 
to Faith - and, many times, becauſe ſhe refuſes

red Raptures, as oft as they would give birth 

to any erroneous Dectrine , and feign tothem-

tical Schiſmaticks, and Schiſmatical Hereticks ; 
they ſzparate from us by Schiſm, and ( to fill up 
the meaſure of their iniquity they add to their 
Schiſm many dangerous and damnable Herelſies ; 
and inſtead of the tryed ſilver of Gods Word, they 
{ſtamp the Name and Character of God upon 
Nehuſbtax, upon brazen ſtuff of their own: So 
that what Alexander Borgia was wont to lay of 
, the Expedition of the French into Naples, | that 
they came with Chalk in their hands to mark out 
their ' Lodgings, and not with Weapons to fight for 
them | may be ſaid of theſe men who pretend 
to ſuch Tnfallibility in interpreting Scripture , 
they mark ont their Concluſkons whereon they may 
reſt , without producing any rational premiſes 
which awayforce an aſſent ; and whereas Scripture 
ſhould be as the Seal to be ſet upon all their 
Dodrines and Pofitions, to make them paſs for 
Sound and Warrantable, they make it as War, 
to receive the impreſſions of their own wild 
Fancies, and cauſe the. Sheef of Scripture to 
bow to their Sheaf : theſe Enthuſiaſts, with al- 
moſt all other Sectaries, may very fitly be put in 
the number ( if not of Hereticks) yet of thoſe 
that are in a fair way to Herefie ; there being 
ſcarce any Set among them, which may not de- 
rive its Pedigree from ſome 2 —— my 
, tne 
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the (hb) Millenaries, from Papias; the (i) Ran- 
tcrs, from Carpocrates , whoſe DoCtrine it was, 
that there was no other way of appealing the 
xiownnu dexn1rs, the Princes of this World, but 
by paying them their dues by all their &pdſercie, 
unnatural filthineſs : the Anabaptiſts may derive 
their Sect trom Agrippinss, as 4) St. Auguſtine 
clcarly demonſtrates : the (1) Anti-epiſcopal 
Diſciplinarians, trom the Heretick Aerins : the 
C #4) Socinians bear date from Sabellius : the 
(n) IrreſpeFive Reprobatarian, from Simon Ma- 
exs and the Manichees, as we may lce in Irenens : 
ſo that having traced our Modern Sectaries to 
their firſt Parents, the antient Hereticks, I have 
made my way caller to demonſtrate to you, that 
many times Hereticks and Schiſmaticks hunt in 
Couples; and though of diſagreeing and ditic- 
rent Principles, yet they agree and combine in 
their wicked deligns againſt the Church, the one 
to corrupt her Doctrine, the other to break her 
Unity ; which that I may evince, I ſball ſhew 
you that Schiſm flows from the ſame Fountains, 
that I have already proved Hereſie does : 
amongſt which, I ſhall at preſent inſtance only 
in thele three.

Does Schiſm flow from Aﬀectation of 
Novelty in Words and Phraſes : O how happy 
and peaceablc had the affairs * of Chriſtendom 
been ! if men had not too much affefted new 
Words and Phrafes, and too nicely ſifted and 
winnow'd Divinity , by not contenting them- 
ſelves with the general forms and ways of ex- 
prefling the Truth; and hath not this our Age 
been acquainted with many ? who, that they 
might make the Church look more like Joſeph's 
party-colour d Coat, than our Lord and Savi- 
ours , Which had neither Seaxz nor Rent in it, 
make ulſc of Canting Phraſes, calculated for the 
Climate of their Exotick Divinity, and obtruded 
upon the world in lieu of better. They ſpeak 
the language of Aſhdod, rather than that of Ca- 
zaan, and ſeparate from us in their very words 
and phraſes; you may know them by their Thou 
D 2 and 
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and Thee in their ordinary diſcourſes, as the 
Gileadites might diſtinguiſh their Enemies from 
their Friends, by the pronounoing of $h3bboleth, 
And then, 

3ly. Schiſm (as well as Hereſte) proceeds from 
Bold Ignorance ; becauſe theſe ignorant Zealots 
have not Light proportionable to their Heat, and 
want Kzorwledge to hold a Candleto them, they 
become Schiſmatical : St. Paxl indeed tells us, 
Gal. 4. 18. that "tis good to be zealouſiy affeTed, 
but it be & xeav, in 4 good thing; and not only 
ſo, for ke ſpeaks of ſome who had the beſt of 
zeals, the zeal of God, and yet in them too there 
was ſomething wanting, they had it not according 
to knowledge, Rom. 10.2. I will take a ſtep into 
St. Auguſtines path, and add a third poflible de- 
fect, and that is, in the Swalification or Condition 
of the perſons, according to which ( as he ob- 
ſerves) zeal will admit of a directly oppoſite 
Specification, in bozitate &» maliti, and there- 
tore he commends it as good in David, who was 
a wiſe King, when he ſaid, the zeal of thy bouſe 
hath eaten me up; but on the other {1de, con- 
demns it as bad, and miſ-beſeeming the 1gnorant 


' multitude, ( the Arm of whoſe diſcretion and 


judgment was not able to weild a weapon of that 
lize ) when 'tis ſaid of them, ('q) Zeal hath 
Poſſeſs'd au ignorant people : 1 have read of the 
Embaſladors of the Sarwate, that attending 
( r Valentinian the Firſt, and telling him thar 
( as baſely clad as they were) they were the 
prime men of that Nation ; he fell into ſuch a 


Paſſion for waging War with ſo baſe a people, 
that 
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that he dyed ſuddenly : So if Religion m theſe 
dayes did but view well the Grandees of 8 Biſm 
in their Aechanick Habits,” and feriouſty confi- 
der, with what a Ragged Regiment of tpnorance, 
and impudence, ſhe hath fo long encountred, ſhe 
would leave and forfake ns out of indignation. 
And thus having too clearly demonſtrated, how 
nearly related and allied Sehiſmatichs and Here- 
ticks are, as _ derived from the ſame Four- 
tains; I ſhall make my humble addrefs to thoſe, 
who have power to inflift that purrifhment my 
Text appropriates to tuch offenders, in thoſc 
words which Tu (pake of Catiline's Conſpiracy,

entleneſs, Severity is now a neceſlary piece of 
Ful tice; for he ts a bad Chirurgeon, that out of 
pity fpares the part corrupted, till the Gangrene 
ſpread, and all the body perifh : He who is mer- 
cifull to the bad, is cruel tothe good; the keys 
of Fecleſtaſtical Cenſures muſt therefore always 
be in your Hands, and not only hang at your 
Girdles ; they muſt not lye ruſting by you, but 
be kept bright by conſtant uſe : tor tame mercy 
is the Brealt that ſuckles Sckiſzr and Hereſte, till 
( Hydra-like ) they multiply their heads, and 
become inſuperable ; 'tis therefore incumbent 
upon all ( who are antruſtegd with this power ) 
to ſee that ſuch Offenders be ſoundly fcourg'd 
with the Paſtoral Rod; that they be cut off from 
the body ot the Church, with the Spiritual Sword 
of Excommunication , of which I may fay the 
ſame that David did of Geliah's Sword, there is

wone like it ; and that eſpecially, becauſe it does 
not cut a member off from the Inward Commu- 
rion, but from the Outward only ; and that, to 
the end he may be brought in again ; delivering 
only to Satan for the deſtruQion 4 the fleſh, that 
the Spirit may be ſaved in the day of tbe Lord 
Jeſws, 1 Cor. 5.5. this weapon, this blow, hurt- 
eth not but where it meets with a ftiff neck - it 
drives out Offenders that it may draw them in, 
It Axathematizes that it may Canonize ; it puts 
them to ſhame, that they may be aſham'd to ſtay 
out, but return again into the Boſo of the Church : 
To this purpoſe God of his mercy diſpoſe the 
minds of all that have lived in Error, to the en- 
tertainment of the Truth, that ſo we may at laſt 
with one conſent , with one heart, voice, 
ſend up to God this Petition of our Litany, with 
which I ſhall conclude, From all falſe Do@rine, 
Herefte, and Schiſm, Good Lord deliver us.
